There iv a truce in ArltQiiBns nnd Baxter 


proposes to leavo tho question of who is 
governor to the legislature.

It hns been commonly supposed that even 


a oat might look at a king, but Mr. Portor of 
South Carolina, and Mr. Cyrus W. Field of 
New York, and Sir. William Gray of Boston, 
have made the discovery that a citizen can 
not look at a President if he hns auy rcinon- 
Btranco or criticism to make. 


A paragraph is going the rounds of the 


newspapers to the effect that Col. Higginsou 
was formerly omitted from tho school com- 
mittee because of his efforts to open tho 
schools to the colored as well an tho white 
children of the city. Tho influence from the 
article in question is, also, that it was main- 
ly through bis influence that the change 
was brought about. 
Tho statement is in 


neither case correct, though the colonel was 
true to the colored people then, as over. 
But this question had been under sharp dis- 
cussion long before this gentleman entered 
the 
board, 
and 
there 
were several 


others who advocated tho change ns ear- 
nestly ns he. Tho question was practically 
settled by the superintendent, the Her. M. 
J. Talbot, who gave a colored child a permit 
on his own responsibility, thus throwing the 
burden of getting and keeping them onfc on 
the other side. 
Tho history of that con- 


troversy is a curious one and it is not at all 
improbable that it may yet be written. 
Though our school committee holds its 
sessions practically secret giving tho public 
no report of its discussions and its decis- 
ions from time to time as is done in other 
cities, what is known of this controversy 
Would maks an interesting chapter. 


Hie victories that he won with the sword 
was fraught with so much of good for the 
nation at largo ns this victory which ho has 
won with tho pen.

We strive in vain to resist as wo look over 
the record of the thermometer at San Diego, 
Cal. If wo could get one of their thermome- 
ters as a sort of regulator by which to set our 
Kewport thermometer the envy of Cali- 
fornians which is now consuming us might 
be cured and our grief assuaged. Irving 
sftys that the burghers of Now Amsterdam 
were in tho habit of setting their vanes each 
day by the vano on tho governor's house, 
and why wouldn't a tovrn thermometer of 
steady habit and a conservative disposition 
r» a valuable article ?

ON TRAINING COLTS. 


In tho Winter ccnfiou they should he tik- 


eii into Uio stable entirely, nnd iniulo fnaiil- 
iar to you liy nibbing them often with s 
homo hair cloth, leading them to water, lift- 
ing up uud selling down their feet, by which 
means you will find it facilitates tho break- 
ing nnd training of them considerably And 
hero I miist caution you about lotting ser- 
vants tenth ilium bad tricks, as kicking, bit- 
ing ami.rearing ou their hind feotjfor if Ihoy 
do, it will to n difficult task to break them of 
such vicioiw habits. 


At two or three years old tl colt should be 


trained; aud if lip is any wiso goullo lake a 
strong Bnrirtlo bridle, nib ft Httlo honey on 
Iho bit and let him receive it. Trite him lo 
Homo field, aud exerciso him in Ihe ring for 
Uio spaeo of an hour, several mornings to- 
gether; and if you find ho is tractablo you 
may offer htm the saddle; but take care you 
do not frighten him; this mny 1m prevented 
by hanging thu saddle iu a situalion Ihat ho 
may always seo and Brno11 it when Iho grcom 
takes him iu nnd out of Iho slable to water. 


Whou you have got tho saddle on his 


back, then make the girth fast gradually; 
then take it off, and place it on again two or 
three times, so that ho may become ac- 
quainted with it; aud with what he seems 
most shy or fearful, 
with that mnko l-:— 


familiar. 


Having bridled and sodO'cd him, 
let him 


stand tibout an hour in tho stable; thou leat 
him into somo Held or open place; and, 
in 


order lo insure him to tho saddle clap it 
with your h;ind, rub the stirrups against his 
sides, uivay upon them, elc. By frequently 
tutoring him in this manner, ho will soon 
understand his business. 


When you have taught him to walk and 


trot quickly witii the sacld'o fmd bridle, 
you miiy venture to mount Ins back, not. too 
suddenly, hut liy dej/oes somo person to 
assist you, and to govern his head, aud 
raisitii; yourself feLildupMy till he will suffer 
you to Bland with your whole weight in tho 
stirruu. 
If hs shrinks, aud 
is fearful, 


do uot mount, but trot him in the ring 
again, using a'l gentleness and chershings 
with tho voice; then try him again; and i! 
he is willing to receive you, settle yonrsoll 
in the seat and toko tho stirrup. Bo careful 
that your tackle is strong nnd good. When 
3'ou fire properly sollled, and have received 
tho stirrups the persons who govern his 
head must lead him forward about 'tt dozon 
yards; then make much of him nnd if ho is 
quiet dismount aud remount alternately; 
teaching him to go forward nnd stop upon 
tho restraint of tho bridle band. 


Having taught him to walk and trot bold- 


ly forward without startling nt every object 
he sees, you may venture to canter and 
gal- 


lop. 
By exercising him in this manner 


twice every day, ho will soon become perfect 
in all his paces: and you will not regret tho 
trouble you had in teaching him.
